Th ese matters are mentioned, not as criticism o f Mr. 
Stassen, but to make clear the handicaps under which he 
would labor m attempting to mold public sentiment at the 
¡San rrancisco conference. 
As for the Democratic deleg ates, there is nothing thus 
far to indicate any independence of mind in their thinking 
about foreig n problems. 
In the absence of an able and fearless spokesman 
t ailing for correction of known weaknesses while the 
international org anization is in the formative state, it 
would be only human nature for these Democratic mem­ 
bers of the conference to accept the whole matter as t 
party issue, and to follow the very clearly expressed 
wishes of their leader, I ^resident Roosevelt. 
Senator \ andenberg labors under no such political 
handicaps. 
While he is expected to seek re-election next year 
for his Senate post, he obviously has more to g ain by 
sound and constructive criticism of the President's pro­ 
posals than by any other course. 
M oreover, he possesses and has demonstrated a 
clarity of vision in the problem of arriving at what W o o d­ 
row W iIson expressed as ” a just and lasting peace.” 
I I is sug g estion a few weeks ag o, that there be an 
immediate and binding ag reement between Eng land, 
Russia and America for the post-war control of Germany 
« mcl J apan, was the most constructive sug g estio n yet 
made. 
It s effect would have been to speed the end of the 
war and to separate the war itself from the peace discus­ 
sions. 
Much o f the embarrassment of the present dis­ 
cussions rises from the fact that the war problems and 
the post-war problems, not really related, have been 
allowed to become tang led. 
Senator Vandenberg was shrewd enoug h to foresee 
that d.l emnia, and wise enoug h to sug g est a means of 
avoiding it.
